So far as is 
known only one war bride is coming 
back of nearly S,MO sent tO the Unit- 
ed States." 

Of this total, three-fifths of the 
number were French, one-fifth Eng- 
lish, and the other fifth scattered a- 
mong twenty-one nationalities.

In recent years several kinds of fur. 
formerly of so little value as to otTer 
no inducement in price, and conse- 
quently collecting them has been 
made profitable. Rabbit pelts, which 
are extensively used by hat makers, 
are among these products. One east- 
ern concern has announced that it 
will need 10,000,000 rabbit skins dur- 
ing 1V19 and 1S30, and it desires aa 
far as possible to secure them irom 
American sources. Thia is aa indica- 
tion of a market which shonld inter- 
est many a farmer boy. This fall and 
winter dried, cased rabbit skins will 
probably bring a reasonably good re- 
turn. They are sold by the pound 
which wiU contain seven or eight 
skins. Many farm .boys can readily 
acquire, in the course of the winter, 
large numbers of skins which will net 
them a tidy sum and, in addition, they 
will have the pleasure Of trappitig ex- 
perience. The United States Depart 
mcnt of Agricnlhirc ii^l supply any 
inquirer with the names and address- 
es of possible purchasers of rabbit 
skins and other pelts.

Chinese, 
and African are the most popular 
Amerisan breerls of geese, tl'.c lirst 
two greativ leading the others ()c- 
cassionally the eggs arc used for 
cooking, but gcnorally gce<c arc kept 
only for meat and leather proflnction 
Practically all the geese in this coun- 
try are raised in small iocks on gen- 
eral farms, some men making a spec- 
iality of collecting large numbers of 
geese and fattening them for a few 
weeks before they are killed. As 
grass makes up the bulk of feed for 
geese, it is doubtful whether it pays 
to raise tlu-m unless good grass range 
is available during the summer. A pool 
of water tor batliiiig and recreational 
purposes is also a d-irablc feature 

The market In xccsc is not so 
general as for cliickeiis, Tl.is point 
sbouM be consiilereil in umlcrtaking 
tlie raising ot gecsc. The demand and 
the price p.iid for geese are usually 
good in sections where goose fatten- 
ing is condvctad on a fairgc scale.

Oaaaa Ara Rugged And Hardy. 

(icese .ire hardy birds and need 
shelter only in winter or stormy 
weather. An open shed or an old barn 
usually is satisfactory for this purpose. 
From 4 to 2.^ geese may be kpt on an 
acre of land.although under most con- 
ditions 10 is a fair average. Wherever 
^asible the geese ahould have free 
range during the grass season. South- 
em plantation owners keep geese to 
kill the weeds in the cotton fields. 

Geese are ie<l a ration to produce 
eggs during the latter part of winter 
so that the goslings will be hatched by 
the time there is good grasa pasture. 
The- eggs may be liatchad 1>y either 
hens or geese. Some breeders prefer 
to raise all the goslings under hens, 
aa geese sometimes become difficult to 
manage when allowed to hatch and 
rear their young. The period of in- 
cubation of gooaa aggs rariaa from 2n 
to au days. 

Goslings do not need feed until they 
are 24 or 36 hours old, when they 
should be fed one of the mashes re- 
commended for chickens or goslings, 
or a mash or dough of two-thirds 
shorts (middlings) and one-third corn 
meal, which can- be made of equal 
parts shorts and corn meal, with ."> 
per cent of beef scrap added after the 
goslings are six weeks old. Bread and 
milk make an excellent feed for young 
goslings. Fine grit or sharp sand 
should also be available in winter If 
goslings are to be fattened the ration 
should be changed to one-third shorts 
and two-thirds corn meal by weight, 
with .") per cent of beef scrap added, 
while a feed of coi'n should be given 
at night 

.Most geese breeders do not contine 
their geesc tor iattening. but feed 
them freely a few weeks on a fatten- 
ing ration before they are to l)e mark- 
eted. The geese may be confined tor 
two or three weeks and fattened, but 
some green feed or vegetable should 
be added to the ration. 

Adult geese may be fed lor tgii 
production on a nush of one pound 
of corn meal, one of bran, one of 
middlings or low-grade flour, and lO 
per cent of bcaf^ scrap, which is fed 
in the morning; sqtial parts of corn 
and wheat, or corn alone, is fed at 
night. Grit aad oyster shell should be 
kept befora gtesc when they are lay- 
ing and may be provided all the time 
to advantage. A constant supply of 
drinking water should always be a- 
vailable under protection su that the 
geese can not get their feet into the 
water. Cut clover, hay, alfalfa, silage, 
cabbages, nungel-wurzel, beets or any 
waste vegetables may be fed> during 
tha wiotar months

"When this remed> i< i>nn>dlv used 
on the first day of the appcaraiue of 
the membrane in the throat, there are 
no deaths from dipthcria. When de- 
lay in its use extends to the second 
day. the death rate nina from five to 
ten per cent; when it extends tO th« 
third or fourth day, it runs up to 
thirty, forty and even fifty per cent." 

The following definite suggestions 
are offered liy the State Board of 
Health to teachers, parents or guard- 
ians for the suppression of diptheria. 

When a child has a sore throat it 
should he excluded from school, kept I 
at home in bed. separated from other 
children . and the family physician { 
called. This is essential if there are 
whitish spots in the throat. { 

Specimens should l)e taken by the 
physician and examined in approved 
laboratories or sent to the State 
Hearth LaixM .itories at Lexington, or
